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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during March were valued at £2,685,507, which 
is £600,436 more than the corresponding month of last year. For 
the first three months there was an increase of £231,082, as compared 
with last year. The direct oversea imports during the month 
amounted to £1,662,301, as compared with £1,077,488 in March, 
1905. There was a falling-off in spirits, tobacco, and gold, while 
increases were shown in apparel and soft goods, and metal 


manutactures. 


The oversea exports for March amounted to £2,228,837, and for 
the first three months to £7,968,691, which show increases of 
£666,431 and £2,382,344 respectively, compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. There were increases in the value of 
all the principal articles, especially butter, wool, and gold. Wheat, 


however, shows a falling-off. 


Crop Returns.—The returns just issued show that there were 2,838,611 
acres under crop during 1905, of which 1,938,431 were devoted to 
wheat and 438,036 to hay. The yields of principal crops were :— 
Wheat, 20,930,282 bushels, or 10°8 per acre; maize, 5,723,000 
bushels, or 30 per acre; hay, 458,735 tons, or 1 per acre; and oats, 
883,081 bushels, or 22°9 per acre. The return from wheat was, 
with the exception of 1903, the best on record. In practically all 


cases the returns were better than in 1904. 


Stock Returns.—There was an increase in all classes of stock during 
the year, except pigs, which show a slight falling-ofi. Sheep increased 
by nearly 5,000,000, or nearly 15 per cent. Cattle increased 10 per 
per cent. ‘lhe number of sheep is now very nearly at the same figure 
as in 1900. 


Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals—silver, copper, tin, 
exported from New South Wales during the first quarter 


and coal 
of 1906 was £1,202,247, an increase of £200,670, as compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1905. All the minerals show increases, 
the largest being in coal and copper. The gold produced during 
the three months was 77,336 fine 0z., as compared with 69,906 oz. 


in the first quarter of 1905. 
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Prices.—The general index number for March was slightly higher than 
in February, and was the highest for five years, being over 25 per 
cent. higher than in 1901. The index number for pastoral produce 
was 1,330; for metals, 1,353; and for all articles, 1,256. During 
the month butter fell, wool and sheepskins advanced; while, of the 
metals, lead and copper advanced, and silver and tin receded 
sightly. The other articles remained practically stationary. 


Meteorology.—During March there was experienced one of the most 
opportune rainstorms on record, which lasted until the middle of 
the month, and from which practically the whole State benefited. 
During the latter half of the month the rain was confined to the coast 
and highlands.
